Lhat co passengers were hurt in the 
UcFarland wreck, and all the train- 
men but the fireman escaped. He was 
probably drowned. The train which 
left Kansas City, at 10:30 o'clock last 
night, ran int-i a washout two miles 
west of McFarland, about 3 o'clock 
this morning. 
The engine, mail car. 


and combination car went into the 
opening. The washout was caused by 
a cloud burst, that caused a torrent 
of water to rush down an ordinarily 
<jry bank which was spanned by a 
bridge about 20 feet long. 


Later Account. 


Topeka, Kas.. Aug. 13.—The engine, 


mail car and baggage car of the Texas 
Express on the Kock Island, which left 
Topeka at midnight, went through a 
bridge across Hendrick creek, near 
Alma, this morning, killing fireman 
John Leggett, and seriously Injuring 
engineer John McSteen. The baggage 
men and expressmen jumped when 
the shock came, and were swept by 
the waters in tree tops, from which 
they were rescued at daylight, by Wm. 
Graves, a fisherman. Graves 
also 


found the engineer unconscious and 
entangled In the limbs of a tree. The 
engine is at the bottom of the creek 
out of sight. One car is dangling from 
the end of the bridge and another is 
lodged or. the bank of tne 
stream 


partially under water. That a heav.. 
loss of life did not follow is due to the 
narrowness of the stream where the 
disaster 
occured. 
A cloud 
burs 


filled the creek and weakened 
the 


bridge.

lomatic negotiations with neighboring 
states regarding the affairs

territory will be in the hands of the 
viceroy, who will also be entrusted 
with the command of the 
Russian 


fleet in the Pacific, and all the troops 
In the new viceroyalty. Until a law 
embodying the duties of the viceroy is 
Issued the regulations drawn up in 
1845 for the administration of the far 
eastern and Caucasian territory will 
remain in force. A special committee 
presided over by the Czar will see that 
the actions of the viceroy are In har- 
mony with the general policy of the 
Russian ministries. Viceroy Alexleff 
has been instructed to submit to the 
Oar for his approval, proposals tor 
the administration of the territory

spirit in America." 
He spoke "On 


Mob Spirit in Organized Labor.' 
Hej 


said in part: 


"In this country in the last year, 


there have been many mobs of differ- 
ent kinds, but to my mind, the most 
dangerous of them all is the mob of 
organized labor. No man, I take it, 
can object to any kind of an associa- 
tion, labor or otherwise, which is or- 
ganized for lawful 
and beneficent 


jurposes, but organized labor, as It ia 
conducted today, stands convicted by 
ts own leaders as a lawless organiza- 
tion, in that it seeks by 
physical 


force to override individual 
rights, 


continually railing against the 
laws 


and denouncing courts and public offi- 
cials for enforcing these laws, it ful- 
fills all the requirements of the de- 
finition of monocracy. 
Unlike 
the 


lynching bees, and tbt vigilance com- 
mittees, it is what might be termed 
a standing mob, under fair discipline 
by its officers, and ready upon occa- 
sion to commit the over acts of out- 
rage and destruction, which are the 
outward manifestation of 
the 
mob 


spirit. 


It d-eclares ia effect, that its will is 


superior to customs, traditions, gov 
eminent regulations, and even the 
constitution of the country. It asserts 
that the individual has no inherent 
rights that cannot be taken from him 
and that, therefore, it has the right 
to say that no man shall work and 
that no industry shall run without its 
consent. "Its attempt to compel a 
recognition of its pretentions to sover- 
eignity, is not based on reason, but up- 
on coercion, intimidation 
and 
the 


bludgeon. 
In its 
continual preach- 


ments against law and its constant ap- 
peal to the baser passions of men. it 


is doing more than any other agency 
to inculate the mob spirit, and to en- 
courage the unfurling of the red flag 
of ananrchy. 


The president of the Chicago fed- 


eration of labor recently declared in 
an interview: 


"The president deals a death blow 


to organized labor when he declares 
that he cannot discriminate in 
its 


favor. It sounds fair ou the face of itr 
but without discrimination 
we are 


just where we started. What we have 
been fighting for Is union labor to the 
exclusion of all other.' 


"These are the words of conserva- 


tivism among union leaders, and 
they voice the sentiment of tne agi- 
tators the country over. 
To their 


mind if you deny the right of their 
organization to commit illegal acts, 
you are attempting to crush it. If or- 
ganized labor has only lawless pur- 
pose it ought to be crushed. 
During 


tue last year the attempts to force 
men to give allegiance to strike bosses 
in their plans to set up an oligarchy 
that will control Industry independent 
of the laws of the country, have re- 
sulted in mob cotiuiUbns in many jf 
the leading centers. 
Supremacy of 


Jaw and order has sustained not only 
many severe shocks, but the nation 
has also lost millions of dollars by 
the paganized lawlessness of thous- 
ands of men. This loss 
must 
fal! 


heavier upon the roan who depends 
upon his daily wage, than those who 
have something to fall back on.

is time that the workmen of this 


j country were learning that 
for the 


millions of dollars they pay in salaries 
to the agitators, they are receiving in 
return nothing but ceaseless trouble,

These showed, among 
other things, that of corn, which, I 
burned, will yield from 28,512,000 to 
45,024,000 units not counting the heat 
thv could be obtanled from the stalk 
Since a ton of good coal v.-ill give up 
from about 20.000,000 to 
26.000,000 


units, an acre of ground In each year 
capable of producing fuel, which is 
equal to from 0,87 or 1.28 to 1 74 or 
2 36 tons of coal. The stalk will prob- 
ably Increase this amount by one- 
fourth or one-third.

The justification 
for tills wanton waste of the finest for- 
est product in all tbe wide world is 
found only in the fact that the home- 
steader must have a piece of cleared 
land upon which to raise some crop to 
enable him to live. It would be far bet- 
i 


tor for him and the country could lie 
got his Ihlng somewhere else and leave 
the«ie forests alone until such time as 
modern methods and machinery could 
clear the- land without such an awful 
waste. We ul>o noted in a recent trip 
down south that in east Texas there 
was in the timbered sections much of 
the old waste in the clearing up of the i 
land for crops. Tbe day will soon be | 
here when a tree a hundred years old 
will represent a good deal of money.

Dixou. Ills.. Aug. 14.—Judge Peter S. 


Groescup of the United Stab's circuit 
court, in an adtees here before the 
Lutheran Assembly, expressed his be- 
lief that in the super?Isiott of rscnop- 
olles by the government Hi^s the oaly 
hope for the perpetuataion of 
the 


American nation, sounded a warning 
against the manipulation of securities 
in the interest of unscrupulous pro- 
moters and speculators. 


In the fact that within the last ten 


years the deposits in savings banks 
have increased from 12,000.000,000 to 
$10,000,000,000, a sinister rather than 
a sanguine meaning was traced, the 
judge declaring that under normal con- 
ditions this vast amount would have 
heen invested by the laboring class, 
hut that it was lying Idle because 
"polite swindlers and high Bp rascals" 
were able to subvert the laws and 
give to stocks a value that they (So 
not really possess. 


"We can never go back to the days 


of our boyhood," said 
the speaker, 


"be we can go back to the days when 
the man with f 100 did not have to 
hoard it or intrust it to his neahbor 
for safe keeping, but could put tt into 
industries, sure that it would return 
with 
earnings. "What 
should 
be 


done? 
Change the laws so that no 


set of men can orgarize a corporation 
except on a strict legal basis. Then 
put it under such supervision as the 
national banks are subject to, and 1 
believe that, little by little those im- 
mense hoarding in the savings banks 
of $10,fKM>,000,000 will be trickling to 
ownership again." 


"I say nothing against the man who 


makes his fortune honestly," said 
Judge Grosscup. "but when I see the 
laws of my country, introduced to en- 
able men to consolidate money for the 
public good, turned into the escuse for 
swindles ttat should land the pro- 
moters in the pen and when I see that 
! to be the almost universal history of 
corporations, every drop of my blood 
boils with ha;.e and revenge."

Jupfter is much the biggest member 


of the family of |tars which revolve 
around our sun. Consequently the 
power of his attraction Is greater than 
that possessed for instance by the 
earth. Jupiter's exploits as a burglar 
have caused very considerable annoy- 
ance and inconvenience to astronom- 
ers in the days before his" powers 
were fully recognized. 


In 1770 there appeared a flne comet, 


which was found to have an elliptical 
orbit round the sun of so comparative- 
ly small a size that Mr. Lexell, its dis- 
coverer, calculated it would return in 
five and a half years. But in 1775 
telescopes wet* vainly focused on the 
spot where It was expected to reap- 
pear, and again in 178i it disappoint- 
ed all observers. Mr. Lexell plunged 
into 
fresh 
calculations, and 
after 


much research found that Jupiter was 
the culprit. The unfortunate comet 
bad been rash enough to plunge into 
the sphere of the giant planet's at- 
tractions, with the result that it had 
been completely diverted 
from 
its 


former orbit, and flung off into quite 
a different one of a twenty-year per- 
iod. 
It has never been seen again by 


any one on this earth, aud probably 
never will 1)?.
